CHURCH DECLARES 
POLICY OF FLOOR 


PRICES NEED NOW Wheat Champion at Royal and International 


Should Give Careful Thought 
to Farm Policies Required ’ 
if Prices Decline 


ADDRESSES CONVENTION 


Sees More Hope of Interna- 
tional Wheat Agreement 
—Discusses British Agree- 
ment Price 


Pointing to signs that the period of 
inflation may be tapering off, and re- 
calling the fact that in the past defla- 
tionary processes have _ invariably 
struck first the prices of farm products, 
President George E. Church in his ad- 
dress to the Fortieth Annual Conven-— 
tion of the United Farmers of Alberta 
in Calgary this week,gtressed the need 
for farm organizations in Canada “to 
give careful and intensive thought to 
farm policies which should prevail ina 
possible period of declining prices,” 
and declared: “Such a study should 
not be delayed until a period of lower 
prices is again upon us.” 

The policies to be adopted, said 

the President, “should include pro- . 
vision for adequate floor prices for 
all farm products.” Such a policy 
would only be fair and reasonable 
return for the contribution West- 
ern farmers have made both to 
world recovery and the stability of 
the Canadian economy, in the 
price received by them for their 
wheat. 

,Farmers had contributed to the 
stability of the Canadian economy also 
by reason of the embargoes, permits 
in‘respect the U. S. market for coarse 
grains and later the system of export 
permits; and further, by reason of the 
price at which wheat has been sold in 
Canada for domestic consumption. 

The Convention was called to order 
by the President on Tuesday, after in- 
vocation by the Rev. Father P. 
O’Brien delegates were welcomed to 
the Province and City by Hon. D. A. 
Ure, Minister of Agricultufe, and Ald. 
F. Colbourne. 

Total Membership 34,534 

Reports showed a total membership 
for the first eleven months of the cur- 
rent year totalled 34,534, some per- 
manent memberships coming in in 
1948 and partly paid up. 
xB At Least Present Price 


Mr. Church expressed the hope that 
the .Government of Canada would 
stand firm in negotiations concerning 
the fourth year of the British Agree- 


ment for a price of at least as much as ~ 


is being paid during the third year. 
“Having regard to the price at which 
Great Britain was able to purchase 
wheat during the first two years of the 
contract, it would certainly be contrary 
to any possible interpretation of the 
Wheat Agreement that the price 
should be less,” he said. 

Discussing the controversy concern- 
ing losses suffered by Canadian farm- 
ers under the terms of this agreement, 
the President said that opponents had 
calculated these at fantastically high 
figures. “It is probably true that it

will never be possible to estimate with 
any degree of exactness what these 
losses may be. Too many quite uncer- 
tain factors enter into such a calcula- 
tion. We do not concur for a moment 
with the estimated losses.made by 
opponents of the agreement; neither 
do we agree with those who say there 
has been no loss.” 
Hope for International Agreement 


Mr. Church saw ground for hope that 
now that Mr. Truman has been elected 
to the Presidency with strong support 
in both houses of Congress, the. Inter- 
national Wheat Agreement, which the 
dying Congress failed to ratify, will be 
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concurred in by the new one, and will 
become fully effective. 

“Whatever the critics of such an 
Agreement may say,” he added, “‘it is 
our conviction that the farmers of Al- 
berta and of Western Canada gener- 
ally are prepared to continue their 
efforts, along with farmers of other 
wheat growing areas of the world, to 
achieve a greater stability in market- 
ing conditions with respect to this 
staple food commodity. They are not 
prepared to trust blindly to the law of 
supply and demand, or to the so-called 
‘competitive’ market. Certainly the

Culminating feature of a most en- 
joyable program, including musical 
numbers arranged by Peter Kirkpat- 
rick, was the presentation of a pageant 
specially written for the occasion by 
Harold M. Paterson, entitled “The 
Voice of the Farmer”, with Leona Fle- 
gal Paterson as narrator. 

In three brief scenes, revealing 
through one farm household the tribu- 
lations of the depression years, the 
new hope and enthusiasm which came 
with the Pool contract-signing cam- 
paign, and the happily transformed 
Situation of the farmer of 1948, the 
whole story of the twenty-five years 
was epitomized.

Pool 
elevator handlings in the previous year 
totalled 51,947,269 bushels, but the 
1946 crop was larger than that of 1947. 
The wheat crop alone was 127,000,000

Total patronage 
dividends of $886,235.03 were paid out 
for deliveries to Pool elevators in the 
year 1946-47. The cash distribution 
was $201,603.85, and the reserve distri- 
bution $684,631.18. 

During the year 3,521 new members 
joined the Alberta Wheat Pool. 

The consolidated balance’ sheet 
shows a-surplus in net current assets 
of $2,782,628.82. The Pool owns 487 
country elevators, 2 terminals, 359 


dwellings, 63 coal and flour sheds, and 


401 country annexes, as well as other 
fixed assets and equipment. The 
members’ equity in these assets is 
$6,829,136.19. 


To Pay $670,665 Patronage Dividends 


The Alberta Wheat Pool delegates 
last week decided to pay patronage 
dividends totalling $670,665.53 on de- 
liveries by Pool members in the crop 
year 1947-48. Of that total $167,893.72 
will be paid in cash and $502,711.81 in 
reserves. 

The patronage dividend on wheat 
and flax deliveries will be 2c a bushel, 
of which %c will be in cash; on oats, 
barley and rye 1c a bushel, of which 


; %c will be in cash. 


Will Redeem $420,000 Reserves 


The delegates also decided to re- 
deem Wheat Pool reserves to the ex- 
tent of approximately $420,000.00. 
These reserves will be bought from 


older members who have ceased to | 


farm and from estates of deceased 
members. The reserves so purchased 
will be utilized to pay out as patronage 
dividends. 

“The objective of the Pool,” said 
Ben S. Plumer, Chairman of the Board 
of Directors, “is to keep the elevator 
facilities under the ownership of oper- 


‘ating farmer members. As time goes 


on and members cease to farm, our 
plan provides for the cash redemption 
of their reserves.” 


Ask $2.50 Bushel Minimum 


Not less than $2.50 a bushel, basis 
No. 1 Northern, Fort William, should 
be the price of wheat under the 
British-Canadian agreement for the 
crop year 1949-1950, according to a 
resolution passed by the delegates, 
The resolution declares that the bulk 
of Western Canadian wheat since 1946 
has been sold at prices considerably 
below those received elsewhere; and 
that the agreement provides that in 
setting a price for 1949-50 considera- 
tion will be given to the difference be- 
tween contract and world prices in 
previous years,

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Agreement Re Seed 
Potato Shipments of 
Great Importance 


By M. McDOUGALL, Press Gallery 
(Special to The Western Farm Leader) 

The agreement reached recently 
with the United States for the con- 
tinued shipment .of registered seed 
potatoes from Canada to that country 
is of especial interest to the Maritime 
Provinces, but it is of great importance 
to the entire Canadian economy. The 
potato crop is basic to the economy of 
the Maritimes, just as wheat is to the 
West. The potato harvest is estimated 
this year at 92,435,000 bushels, about 
18,000,000 over the five year average. 
The agreement reached by Hon. C. D. 
Howe, Minister of Trade and Com- 
merce, with the U.S. authorities en- 
sures export of seed potatoes through 
recognized seed buyers, through an ex- 
port permit system. 

Support Act in Operation 


At the same time the Federal Gov- 
ernment, through the. Minister of 
Agriculture, Hon. J. G. Gardiner, has 
brought the Agricultural Prices Sup- 
port Act into operation in the case of 
potatoes. In concentrated carlot ship- 
ping sections of Prince Edward Island 
‘and New Brunswick, growers will re- 
ceive $1.15 per hundred pounds of Can- 
ada No. 1 grade potatoes (price in the 
bin on the farm). 

The critical situation has arisen from 
the simple fact that both the United 
States and Canada have had very 
heavy crops this year. In the United 
States the Department of Agriculture 
has given notice that for the coming 
year farmers will be guaranteed a 
floor price of only 60 per cent of the 
“parity” price. This is the bottom per- 
’ centage allowed under the present act. 
For the present year it has been 90 per 
cent. (The purchase price of $1.15 set 
for sections of the Maritimes in Can- 
ada will cover quantities to be deter- 
mined by government inspectors after 
-s April 1, 1949. “and will exclude

The export control through permit 
now instituted will keep open markets 
for seed potatoes during the winter 
and early spring. No permits will be 
needed for exports to any other 
country than the United States, and 
permits will be granted for seed pota- 
toes to the U.S. but not table potatoes. 


Must be Bona Fide Seed Buyer 


Permits will be issued only if ship- 
ments are to be made to a bona fide 
seed buyer, and exporters must re- 
ceive assurance the potatoes will not 
be diverted to table use. Export per- 
mits will be freely granted for ship- 
ments to the following states, Oregon, 
Washington, North Dakota, California, 
Colorado, Wisconsin and Minnesota. 
Specified periods apply to exports to 
other states. 

The potato arrangement has little 
direct relationship with Western agri- 
culture. It nevertheless indicates that 
the Agricultural Prices Support Act, 
1944, is functioning and may assume 
much greater importance in the future 
if there are heavy declines in food 
prices. The terms of the act have 
already once before been called into 
action when potato prices took a dras- 
tic tumble, and have functioned to 
support Nova Scotia apple prices. 


Beef Cattle Exports 


The number of beef cattle that have 
been exported by Canada to the United 
States this year to November 24th has 
been 218,454 and in addition 63,493,728 
lbs. of beef have been exported tp U.S. 
markets.from August 16th to Novem- 
ber 20th. The number of dairy and 
pure bred cattle shipped to the U.S. 
this year up to November 24th has 
been 99,511 compared with 47,856 in 
the same period last year. 

There seems to be little likelihood 
that there will be any definite deci- 
sions on food contracts with: Britain 
when the Dominion-Provincial Agricul- 
tural Conference meets on December 
6th. It is expected, however, that the

clear idea of the probabilities as a 
guide to production planning. What 
has still to be ascertained is the price

Increased Production 
(Keith Hutchison in New York Nation) 


British industrial production today 
is at an all-time high and is continuing 
to mount steadily. Recently published 
United Nations figures show that it has 
now reached between 125 and 130 per 
cent of the pre-war level, which com- 
pares with 91 per cent in Belgium, 104 
per cent in Holland, and 110 per cent 
in France. It is interesting to note 
that the poorest record is that of Bel- 
gium, a country which suffered less 
war damage than the others and one 
which is frequently extolled in the Am- 
erican press for maintaining a model 
free-enterprise economy. Of these four 
Western European nations, Britain is 
the one which has carried out the 
widest program of Socialist legislation. 
Yet in terms of production it has out- 
stripped the others.

In Cattle Classes 


Alberta winners in the cattle classes 
at the Royal Winter Fair included Sam 
J. Henderson, Lacombe (Aberdeen-

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HE death of Charles A. Beard a 
few months ago on his Connecti- 
cut farm at the age of 74 at- 
tracted little attention in Canada. It 
may be that his name will be known 
to few of my readers, yet he was one 
of America’s great men, and one of 
her greatest historians, 


His last years were embittered by 
his fanatical opposition to the entry 
of the United States into World War 
II, and to the foreign policy of the 
Roosevelt administration. He had be- 
come an extreme isolationist. He had 
always opposed imperialism in any 
form. Into the reasons for this seem- 
ing strange behavior, so disappointing 
to his many friends and admirers, I 
shall not now attempt to delve. 


Fame as Historian Undimmed 


Charles Beard’s fame as a great his- 
torian remains undimmed. The total 
bulk of his writing in the social and 
historical fields, in magazines and 
books, was prodigious. He was also a 
great and inspiring teacher. 

The story of Beard’s life is rather 
fascinating. After working for a short 
time as a printer and newspaper pub- 
lisher, he attended University. After 
graduation, he married, and went with 


his wife to Oxford University for fur-. 


ther study. She was to be a true part- 
ner and collaborator with him in all 
his research and writing. While at Ox- 
ford, he helped to organize Ruskin Col- 
lege, the first labor college in Britain, 
and became one of its first lecturers. 
I remember my old friend, the late 
George Christie of Eckville, an active 
U.F.A. worker, telling me of sitting 
under Beard at Ruskin College. This 
was in 1899. 

In passing, it is not too much to say 
that Ruskin College played a very im- 
portant part in shaping the growth of

the British Labor Party. It was the 
beginning of extensive provision of 
special educational facilities for Brit- 
ish workers, which produced trained 
leadership for the trade-unions and 
the Labor Party. 

Beard and his wife continued to be 
deeply interested in the labor move- 
ment in both Britain and the United 
States. Some twenty years later he 
was to help in the establishment, in 
New York, of the New School for So- 
cial Research, working with Thorsten 
Veblen the economist, John Dewey, 
philosopher and educationalist, and 
James Harvey Robinson, the historian. 
All four men have had a far-reaching 
influence upon the thinking of our 
day. 

” Make? Success of Dairy Farm 

Qn returning to the U.S. from Ox- 
ford, Beard had completed. his gradu- 
ate studies at Columbia University 
and been appointed a professor of 
husiory. He resigned on a question of 
faculty freedom in 1917, retired to a 
dairy farm in Comnecticut, where he 
was to remain until his death. The

professor turned farmer made a suc- 
cess of dairying, and at the same time 
he continued to write, book after 
book. Such, in brief, was his life. 

There are striking resemblances 
between Charles Beard and his wife, 
Mary. Beard, and their British counter- 
parts, Sidney and Beatrice Webb. 
They were both great research teams, 
with the highest ideals of public ser- 
vice. 

Greatest Achievement 


I have written at some length about 
the Beards as an introduction to a 
brief review of their joint work. The 
Rise of American Civilization, in two 
large volumes, published in 1927, the 
first volume of which, covering Am- 
erican history down to the Civil War, 
I have just been reading. This is their 
greatest achievement, and on it their 
fame will rest. 

Canadians often complain of the 
utter ignorance of the average Ameri- 
can, of Canada, her history and geog- 
raphy. I wonder whether Canadians, 
as a whole, are not equally ignorant 
of American history and geography? 
I, at least, must confess that I had 
never read an adequate history of the 
U.S. until I tackled Beard’s great 
book. It was one of those key books 
which I always hoped to réad, when 
leisure would permit it. 


Delight and Satisfaction 

How shall I convey to my readers 
the delight and satisfaction I experi- 
enced in reading this work? Perhaps 
I can best do this by saying that the 
book is fascinatingly and colorfully 
written. The tale grips you. It is 
alive. There is in it a rhythm of 
movement, of growth, of evolution, on 
every page. 

When I was a boy, I read with de- 
light many famous histories, King- 
lake’s History of the Crimean War, 
Grote’s History of Greece, Parkman’s 
Old Regime, Prescott’s Mexico and 
Peru, and Gibbon’s Decline and Fall of 
the Roman Empire. I experienced 
much of the same pleasure in reading 
The Rise of American Civilization, 
and, of course, the book is alive be- 
cause it deals with the social, the 
economic, the cultural, as well as with 
the political aspects of American life, 
all woven into a harmonious whole. 
The political side is not scanted. In 
fact, that side is most illuminating. 
Beard is a social scientist as well as a 
historian. Even though he_ used 
freely the ripe fruits of a generation 
of historical research, he and his wife 
did an immense amount of research 
in the course of writing the “Rise”. 
They documented the writing, chap- 
ter after chapter, but in no heavy 
handed fashion, drawing upon con- 
temporary memoirs and records. 


See American People on March 
Yet another result of reading the 


- “Rise” is that the Beards have helped 


me to understand why the American 
people have so much drive, so much 
enthusiasm, Are so vocal, so turbu- 
lent. Dyyamic is not quite the word 
I am seeKing. In the Beard’s pages 
you see the American people on the 


march, sweeping relentlessly onward, . 


across the Alleghanies,s down the 
Ohio into Kentucky, on to the Great 
Lakes, and the Mississippi; seizing on 
the steam engine, building railroads, 
building steamships and canals, en- 
tering the age of the power machine, 
and feeling a sense of power, of des- 
tiny. It is not an accident that these 
Same people are today the greatest’ 
exponents of private enterprise in the 
world, that they have achieved a 
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triumphant mastery and expansion of 
machine industry. They are in char- 
acter in so doing. 

I have merely scratched the surface 
of this great work. A few additional 
comments must suffice. Beard was a 
believer in the economic determina- 
tion of history, but he was no slave 
to the theory, call it marxist if you 
will.. Yet it did create for him the 
framework of his story, but it is a 
most elastic framework. He did not 
hesitate to be an interpreter. He did 
not seek to be an “objective” histor- 
ian. There were plenty of such and 
few read them except students and 
historians. 

Hero Role in Titanic Drama 

He wrote for the people. He be- 
lieved in the people, he believed in 
democrarcy. He saw clearly the ex- 
ploration of the people by the shrewd, 
the cunning, and the strong, but he 
had faith in progress, and in the abil- 
ity of the people to win their way 
through to an abounding good life. 
The people filled the hero role of this 
titanic drama of growth. 

He made many original and chal- 
lenging interpretations. One example 
I give. To him the Civil War was not 
in essence a struggle for states’ rights, 
but rather the Second American 
Revolution of the new capitalist class 
of the North and West, against the 
planters’ aristocracy of the South. 

Fate of Our World Is Stake 

And now in these days of crisis, 
destiny has thrust great world respon- 
sibilities upon the people of the United 
States. They have worshipped dollars 
and production, and now, by a strange 
irony, the nations of the world are on 
their knees asking for dollars. More 
important still, the United States is 
the most powerful nation, economic- 
ally and militarily, in the world. How 
will she discharge these responsibili- | 
ties, how will she use this power? 
The fate of our world hangs on the 
answer. It lies in the character of her 
people. It is in their history. That is 
why I am reading this great history. 

There is a one-volume edition of 
The Rise of American Civilization, 
published by Macmillan’s at $3.00. I 
do not know whether it is now in | 
print in this cheaper form. It is avail- 
able in the Calgary Public Library 
and, no doubt, in several other Alberta 
libraries. Another very outstanding 
history of the United States is The 
Growth of the American Republic, by 
Morison and Commager, revised edi- 
tion in two volumes, published by the 
Oxford Press at $7.00, but covering 
only the years from 1763 to 1937.

OYS and girls of 
rural Alberta have 
very few books. 
There are some 
good books in 
school libraries. 
But there is also a 
great deal of out- 
of-date trash. Un- 
less parents are 
constantly and 
carefully building 
up a library at 
home, their boys 
and girls must be handicapped all their 
lives by a lack of reading background. 

This is unfair and unnecessary. Al- 
berta now has a new up-to-date Public 
Libraries Act, passed at the last session 
of the Legislature. This gives the Gov- 
ernment, through the Alberta Library 
Board, and in co-operation with rural 
municipalities, the power to set up 
regional libraries. 


What a Regional Library Is 

A regional public library is a library 
designed and organized to give effi- 
cient public library service to several 
communities. One community alone 
with a comparatively small popula- 
tion would find the cost of such ser- 
vice prohibitive. Under the regional 
scheme there is a central library which 
houses the main book collection. From 
this central library books are sent to 
smaller centres and to deposit stations 
in schools, community halls, stores, 
etc. In this way a steadily changing 
book collection is available. Existing 
libraries are thus enlarged and ex- 
panded. 

The Act says (Part II, section 26) 
“Any municipality may enter into an 
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agreement subject to the Provisions of 
this Act to associate with one or more 
other municipalities, to establish, 
maintain and operate a regional public 
library.” - 
How Library Is Financed 


How would such a regional public 
library be financed? Part V, section 39, 
of the Act gives any municipal council 
the right to “levy and assess from year 
to year a special annual rate not ex- 
ceeding one and one-half mills in the 
dollar upon the assessed value of all 
property liable to taxation for muni- 
cipal purposes which rate shall be 
called the ‘“‘Public Library Rate’’. 

This local sum may be supplemented 
by Provincial grants for both the 
establishment and maintenance of 
regional public libraries. 


Function of Alberta Library Board 


The Alberta Library Board was set 
up in 1946 under the Cultural Develop- 
ment Act. Its function is “to encourage 
the establishment, co-ordination, ex- 
pansion and development of library 
facilities in the Province.” 


Demand 


Members of the Board have been 
eager to get on with this work, 
which they consider so vital to the 
cultural life of the Province. But 
the Government, perhaps rightly, 
has felt that the demand must 
come from the people concerned. 
Only in this way can libraries be 

assured of the interest and support 
which will ensure their success. Be- 
cause a Library, Regional or Municipal, 
however well administered and well- 
stocked with books, must be a failure 
unless the men and women and boys 
and girls in the community it serves, 
make wide use of it. 


Service to Boys and Girls 


One of the most important and val- 
uable functions of a public library is 
its service to boys and girls. Their 
tastes and their ideals are being 
formed and acquired not only by their 
home and_ school life and _ their 
churches, but also by the entertain- 
ment provided for them. Movies, the 
radio and the comic magazines fail to 
stimulate their minds. They dull their 
imaginations and give them a false 
impression of life. These are forces 
which are becoming steadily more 
powerful. The result cannot fail to 
have a levelling effect upon the minds 
and spirits of boys and girls. 

Good books are part of their heri- 
tage. We all know the enormous power 
of a good book to quicken the imagin- 
ation, to stimulate the mind and to 
help to form our ideas and increase our 
awareness and enjoyment of the 
world. Few homes today can provide 
such books in sufficient numbers to 


. satisfy the children who are growing 


up in them. 


What Community Has Right to Expect 


It is because the adult members of 
a community are aware of-these things 
that they demand that public libraries 
provide departments to serve boys and 
girls. Members of a community which 
adequately supports a public library, 
regional or municipal, have the right to 
expect a well balanced collection of 
the best children’s books large enough 
to provide a wide range of choice for 
the boys and girls who use it. They 
have the right to expect these books 
to’ be housed in surroundings which 
will be attractive to children, and to 
be administered by a librarian whose 
job is to bring boys and girls and books 
happily together. 

It is the hope of the Alberta Library 
Board that the people of Alberta will 
realize the advantages of such service 
for their children and for themselves.

Scheme 


The biggest obstacle to increasing 
Britain’s home meat production is the 
rearing of young stock. Many farmers 
can feed their cattle for a year to 
grading weight, but often they have 
neither the time nor accommodation 
to wean the calves. : 

More home-bred beef is vital to 
Britain and the only way of obtaining 
it is to wean more calves and salvage 
them from the markets in the winter- 
calving areas. In Wiltshire the Coun- 
ty Agricultural Committee has worked 
out an interesting scheme. This is a 
large milk-producing county and winter 
calving is the general custom. Why 


shouldn’t the Committee go in for - 


calf-rearing to nine or twelve months 
of age, and then sell to farmers in 
other counties, who would be able to 
feed'the calves to grading weights with 
roots or beet pulp? Today the Com- 
mittee is rearing 250 calves. This is 
only the beginning, for the new rearing 
centre could hold anything up _ to

Reply toxEnquiry 
Sales of Land for. Taxes in British 
Columbia 


J.-J.B.—Under the British Columbia 
Municipalities Act, where an owner of 
lands is in arrears with respect to pay- 
ment of taxes, the municipality may 
offer the lands for sale at public auc- 
tion. Due notice of the intended sale 
is given to both the owner and to en- 
cumbrancers such as mortgagees, so 
that any of them may exercise the 


Tight to redeem by payment of the 


taxes together with any penalties. If 
the land is sold at the sale, the form- 
er owner has the right to remain in 
possession of the lands for the period

of redemption, being one full year. At 
the end of that year if he has not re- 
deemed, the former owner loses pos- 
session and all interest in the lands. 

Section 287, subsection 2 of the Act 
provides that during the one-year per- 
iod of redemption, the rights of a per- 
son with a registered charge against 
the lands, such as a mortgage, shall 
in no way be affected. 

A purchaser buying the lands at the 
sale is given a certificate covering his 
purchase, which certifies that at the 
end of the period of redemption if re- 
demption has not taken place, the 
said purchaser will be given an in- 
defeasible title. Section 290 of the 
Act states that at the end of the 
period of redemption, the purchaser 
Shall be registered as owner, and the 
registration shall have the effect of 
purging the title to the property of 
any other interest whatsoever, includ- 
ing the interest of the former owner 
and of any mortgagee. 

In view of the above, we would reply 
to your enquiry by saying that if the 
owner does not redeem the lands, the 
person purchasing same will get a 
clear title which will not be subject to 
a mortgagee. ;

Christmas Menus 


N countless homes 
turkey will be the 
main dish, the big 
feature of the 
Christmas dinner, 
around which all 

e rest of the 
menu is arranged— 
rivalled only by the 
plum pudding 
which is the tradi- 
j tional dessert. 
Long, slow cooking 
is recommended for the turkey—for a 
bird weighing eight pounds, stuffed, at 
least three hours will be required; for 
14 pounds, four hours, and for a 20- 
pound bird from five to six hours. If 
you allow a pound per person, you’ll 
have plenty for second helpings and 
some left over for a second meal. Plan 
about 1% cups of dressing per pound 
of bird (drawn weight). Salt the body 
cavity, then put dressing in rather 
sparingly, to allow room for expansion. 
Bring neck skin over filled cavity and 
skewer onto back; place ° skewers 
across body opening and lace shut with 
string. Shape wings akimbo, and bring 
tips onto back; tie drumstick ends to- 
gether, and push back so that you can 
tie securely to tail. Grease bird with 
softened cooking fat; place breast 
down on rack in open; cover with 
clean white cloth moistened with 
melted fat; when half done, turn, plac- 
ing cloth on breast. 

Nut Stuffing: Melt 1-3’ cup fat, add 
1% cups chopped celery, % cup 
chopped onion, 1% cups ground Brazil 
nuts (or chestnutg), 12 cups soft bread

National Health Plan 


In 1943 a draft bill providing for the 
setting up of a national health insur- 
ance scheme financed from the gen- 
eral revenue was recommended by a 
committee on which the farm view- 
point was represented by the Canadian 
Federation of Agriculture. This con- 
tained “the only proposals to date 
which would bring adequate health 
services to all citizens regardless of 
their economic level’”’. 

Briefly referring to the Health Sur- 
vey grant made by the Dominion Gov- 
ernment this year, which will assist 
Provinces in setting up machinery 
necessary. to ensure the most effective 
use of other health grants now being 
proposed, the speaker explained its 
possibilities.
